REACHED WINNIPEG 
FORTY YEARS AGO 


Steamer Hopes to Be in Time-to! Was Drawn Across Red River on 


Ice for Contractor on 30th 
December, 1879 


WINNIPEG, Dee. 29.—Old_ timers 
here are recalling the fact that it was 


on December 80, 1879 that the first 
locomotive arrived in this city She 
was drawn across the Red River on 


the ice for the contractor, John Ryan, 
who was building the railway 100 
miles west. The name of the engine 
was Inter changed to the Countess of

ed to the public by the press. The 
Statement is as follows 

“The board of commerce of Cannda 
regrets being compelled to notice and 
repudiate the several ercone tate 
ments of its proceedings of Saturday 
last, at Toronto, since e¢ unieated 
from there to various newsjupers. The 
proceedings of the board are of tn- 


terest to and affect many persons and 
many diverse Interests. It !s very re- 
grettable when the saine are inaceur 
ately renorted to the publics, as they 
frequently are, and especially tn at- 
tempted summarization for telegraphic 
rervice, 

“Notwithstanding precautions Insti- 
tuted by the board, really in defence 
of itself and its members, the misre- 
porting of its doings and sayings has 
continued For tnstance wo member 
of the board ever suggested that farm 
products should be embarroed to 
cause a reduction in prices There 
never was any “forty day milk order” 
prohibiting raises in prices of milk for 
forty days. Yet even a cabinet minis- 
ter, mislead by press reports, stated tn 
the house that there was. These two 
matters, out of many, are mentioned 
| only because they served to occupy 
} the time of a whole day's session of 
| parliament. The board, obviousiv, 
cannot take time to read all Canadian 
| newspapers, to correct all mis-state- 
' ments which are made with respect to 
it, whether in newspapers or other- 
wise. 


) Board's Statement 

“It must now suffice for the board 
to say: 

"(1)—-That the statements In vart- 
ous newspapers of this date that thie 
board has declared its intention to 
investigate recent mergers of Cana- 
dian packing companies is not correct. 

“(2)—-That the statement in news- 
papers that the board has issued an 
order by which retailers are author- 
ized to charge,four cents additional 
per pound for sliced boned ham, 4s 
not correct. 

“(3)—That the statements in such 
newspapers with reference to this 
board's proceedings at Toronto tn the 
matter of a dispute between certain 
wholesale grocers and certain canning 
companies concerning rebates on 
| canned goods are not correct. 

“As to the third matter the board's 
order has not yet been made and when 
| made it will involve only two and a 

half cents on every dozen of uneanned 
‘goods. Further, the newspaper re- 
| ports exactly invert the contentions 
| made to and the observations made by 
| the board at Toronto as to the legality 
or illegality of the rebate.”
